at McGill, it has be^n revealed by 
■ Dr. J. Stuart Foslerrdlrcctbr of the 
Radiation Laboratory. 'X^^^^;^. 
A large number of previously"'iih- 
|^nown.*.'lsotopcs has been found 
with ' the aid of the 300-ton synchro- 
^ cyclotron which started its first 
' period ot continuous successful op- 
eration last spring, though con- 
itruction of the, device began five 
years ago. New isotopes of gold, 
iodine, aluminum, copper and car- 
bon have been discovered. 

The atomic research 'being done 
at McGill does not overlap that be- 
ing done at the Challc River atomic 
pile. Most of the isotppcs recently 
discovered at McGill cannot be ob- 
^ tained with the pile. 
^ In .the pile there is a great flux 
m^[netitrons of relatively low en- 
w^^resulting from fission. Since 
iheie'' particles carry no charge, 
hey readily enter the stable nuclei 
'of any material placed in the pile. 
■The isotopes obtained therefore 
have an abnormally high ratio of 
neutrons to protons. 
. The McGill synchro-cyclotron, on 
the* other hand, provides very high 
velocity protons which ' carry so 
much energy into the nuclei of tar- 
'get atoms that neutrons arc driven

A major effort which has brought 
good results in the Radiation Lab-, 
oratory has been Beta ray spec- 
troscopy. Furthermore crystals of 
anthracene of excellent quality 
have been grown at the laboratory 
and have been used effectively to 
study isotopes which have a life of 
only a fraction ot a second. 

Advancementiihas been made In 
several reiaie'dffieids of atomic re- 
search, most of them of a complex 
nature. It is expected that the pre- 
sent rate' of discoveries will con-

Hon passed at thé conference which brandéfl as 
"temporary and regrettable" the fact that non- 
European students are admitted to the English 
speaking universities. 

' Thus, It la clear that no ..natlojii'l-ieo -operatlon la 
possible without the EnglÙH^dffl&Iglving up thé 
prlhdples of academic 'noii^is^lhallon which 
they have upheld for so long under'alich heavy 
opposition, and this they would certainly not do.

There are mummies registered ai 
McGill. For years they have been 
in the museum of Divinity Hall 
along with many other relics of an- 
cient civilizations that- may be seen 
by students who visit the display. 

One of these, ,That - a • Nufer - 
Amun, probably died 4000-odd years 
ago but her mummified body stands 
in surprisingly good condition be- 
hind a glass case In this Museum of 
Biblical Antiquities. 

This mummy la only one of the 
specimens on exhibit, many of 
which came from the Garstang Col 
lection of Egyptian and Palestinian I 
Antiquities. | 
Explanatory cards '.made the ex- 
hibits both dear and interesting to 
the visitor as he or she wanders 
from pottery to papyrus rolls or 
various embalmed objects. Of par- 
ticular interest to this investigator 
were i the mummies, all carefully 
wrapped in well-preserved linen 
bands. One is a very old woman 
with remnants of hair and bits of 
gold mask still adhering to her face. 
She has been X-rayed (so the card 
says) and her joints show she suf- 
fered from arthritis. Another mum- 
my is that of a young girl. She still 
has a gold masit completely cover- 
ing her fsce. The idea behind such 
elaborate embalment was to pre- 
serve the body for the use of the 
soul and the most expensive mum- 
mifying, which ran to about $1,000, 
was the most acceptable to the gods, 
Animals were sometimes embalm- 
ed and buried too. There is a num- 
mified cat in the , Museum, also a
